On the 2nd of August, 1871, I had the honour to submit a Return of the acreage 
under Flax in 1870 and 1871, and on the 20th of September, General AbsS 
showing by Counties and Provinces, the acreage under the various crops, and the number 
of livestock m Ireland in 1871, and also the emigration from Ireland during the fii’st 
seven months of the same year. _ I now beg to bring under your Excellency’s considera- 
tion Tables which give the esti^nated average ■produce of the principal crops • and the 

total emigration from this country in 1871. ^ ’ 

Ihe Tables relating to tlie average produce of the crops per acre have been carefully 
compiled as in former years, from information obtained by members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary and Metropolitan Police Forces, from practical farmers, and others conver- 
sant with the yield in the electoral division for which the Return was made. The names 
Mu residences of the parties affording the information are given on the forms bv the 
Enumerators. ^ 



Copies of those Returns were forwarded by me to the Chairman and Board of Guardians 
ot each Union for revision, and I have the satisfaction to state, that out of the entire 
number, 3,438 electoral divisions, Returns revised ’or approved of by the Guardians* 
have been received for 2,790 electoral divisions. 

The areas under each of the principal crops as puhlishecl last August in the General 
Abstracts” have been carefully revised, and the corrected totals used in the present 
calculations. ^ 



The acreage under crops in 1871 as compared with 1870, shows, that potatoes increased 
by 14,851 acres, mangel-wurzel by 6,490 acres, and hay by 55,193 acres, while all the 
other crops decreased. Wheat by 15,395 acres, oats by 13,903 acres, barley by 20,306 
acres, here and rye by 242 acres, turnips by 12,024 acres, cabbage by 1,971 acres/and 
nax 38,240 acres. Thus giving a total net decrease of 25,547 acres in the extent under the 
crops included in the Returns for 1871 as compared with their acreage in 1870. 

The crops which give an increased “ estimated average produce” per acre in 1871 com- 
pared with 1870 are — turnips 1‘4 tons, mangel-wurzel 0*8 tons, and cabbage 0‘2 tons. 

Ihe crops which show a decrease in the “ estimated average” acreable yield are wheat 

and oats OT cwt. each, barley 0'3 ewt, here 0‘7 cwt., rye 0*5 cwt., potatoes IT tons 
12T stones, and hay OT ton. * 

In the estimated total produce of the principal cereal crops there is a decrease of 
■303,442 quarters. In oats the decrease is 148,489 quarters. Barley has decreased by 
102,977 quarters. Wheat has decreased by 48,322 quarters. Bere by 3,495 quarters, 
and rye by 159 quarters. • The only crops which furnish an increased produce compared 
yith last year are turnips 304,930 tons, and mangel-wurzel 108,948 tons. Potatoes 
decreased by 1,424,804 tons. Cabbage by 11,366 tons, flax by 17,841 tons, and hav bv 
^1,919 tons. ’ ^ J

vationa!^ connexion "with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give tlie following abstract 

(Table VL) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office 
in the Pheenix Park, during the year 1871, for which I am indebted to the courtesy of 
Colonel "Wilkinson, R.E. 

The bpometer stood highest in 187 1, on the 28th of March, at 9.30 p.m.,— wind E.N.E. 
— ^when it was 30‘603 inches j it was lowest at 9.30 p.m,, on the 15th of January, — wind 
S.E. — ^when it was 28*423 inches. The highest temperature of the air during the year was 
81‘9 degrees of tahrenheit, on August 10th, and the lowest 23'5 degrees, on December 4th. 
The greatest quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hours) was 1*16 inches on the 26th 
of September -the wind being E. The point from which the wind chiefly prevailed was 
from the W.; it blew from that direction 107 days, with an average pressure of 2'22 lbs. 
per square foot. The strongest wind was from the S.W., on the 18th of December, when 
the pressure was 16 lbs. per square foot.
